Below will be fonod .the sentence of 
Judge Wade in disposing of Wheatly 
and B^srs, tbe sssocietes of Shaffer in 
themórder of Franz Warl, near Helena 
sonte months ago. 
Both of these men 
are weil known atBiMuarck, Stears hay­ 
ing at one time worked in one of our 
barber shops,while W beatlj was known 
as a banjo-picker in connection with 
our dance bouses. Shaffer, who was al­ 
so connected with the murder, escaped 
and came to Bismarck where he was rec­ 
ognized by sereral Montanians who re­ 
garded him as an innocent sort of a 
fellow, some of them Touching for his 
good character. After he had been here 
a few days a man named Pierce came 
here with a warrant for his arrest 
Whereupon tie was arrested and thrown 
into jaili and by the ¡advice of parties 
here Pierce was abont taking him aboard 
the boat to return him to Montana with 
out awaiting the jiroper papers; but in 
this ho was frostráted through the ac 
tion of the jailor, (who has since jump 
ed the country) Who caused his arrest 
for kidnapping. In this the jailor was 
sustained by some of Shaffer’s Montana 
acquaintances and others, but Pierce 
was discharged, 
and Shaffer 
was 
again arrested and the hearing of his 
pase was set for 9 a . ú. the next morn 
ing. At 7 a . u . Pierce took the train for 
the east, and took the warrant with him 
leaving no one to appear against Shaff­ 
er. 
The hearing camo on about ten 
o’clock, and as no one appeared against 
him of course Shaffer was discharged, 
but that afternoon telegrams came for 
his arrest from the proper authorities at 
Helena, ard then every effort by our of­ 
ficers was put forth to re-arrest him. 
The country was scoured for miles, a 
Deputy was sent down the river to 
Yankton, another to Fargo, and every 
thing done to repair the loss, but it was 
too late; Shaffer had escaped, but has 
sincfi been arrested at Fort Oarry,where 
he is held for a requisition. 
This ranch is due our city in explana 
tion, for our people have been m isrei^- 
sented and misnnderstood in connection 
with this case. The fault was in Pierce, 
who was simply the agent of a Deputy. 
He came here without credentials, and 
manifested so little interest in the case, 
particularly after being headed off in 
his kidnapping efforts, as to create a 
doubt in‘ the minds of many in relation 
to the propriety of holding Shaffer, and 
it was not until telegrams came from 
Helena directing that he be held at all 
hazards that oiir authorities took hold 
of this matter in good earnest, but it 
wss then too late. Had Pierce been true 
to his trust, Shaffer’s friends, or pals, 
conld not have secured his release.

ed; murderers must be hung. 
If you deplore the fate that has be­ 
fallen you, remember that it is because 
of. the law that was enacted that you 
might enjoy your life in peace and safe­ 
ty; remember that this dismal ruin is 
the consequence of your own act; re­ 
member that if you had kept away from 
the dens of vice and crime,and.had been 
content to.have earned an honest living 
by hoqest. labor, yon might now have 
Men a respected citizen of this commu­ 
nity. 
What your history was before your 
arrival in 
Territory, I know not; 
but it conld not have been in your favor, 
for, seemingly by intnition, upon yonr 
arrival, here, you songht the society of 
those whose inevitable destination is 
debauchery and crime. Yon early grad* 
uated in. the school of infamy and vice, 
and you have now reached the legiti­ 
mate end of the race.

The 
smoke curling from his cabin will no 
longer admonish thr^passer by that he 
lives. No more will he bring upon the 
streets the products of his toil.

You have spent yonr time 
and your money at the gaming table, at 
the vestibule to the temple of crime,and 
the insatiable greed for money engen­ 
dered there has led you on to murder.

dohn S. Pillsbury of Minneapolis, Dr. 
d. H. Stewart of St. Paul, and Horaw 
Austin of S t Peter, are tbe prominent 
ctndidatM, with the chances in fayor 
^ of Austin, for the reason that Stewart 
wiÚ so divide the strength that would 
otherwise go to Pillsbury, that the 
southern portion of the State may come 
in and walk oflf with Austin’s nomina­ 
tion, as the southern Minnesota Demo­ 
crats defeated Fisher and secured the 
nomination of Buel. Either of the gen­ 
tlemen named for the Republican nom­ 
ination are good men, but Pillsbury 
would probably be the strongest. Aus­ 
tin is best known, but would be bitter­ 
ly opposed for personal reasons in some 
localities, while Pillsbury would carry 
the full Republican vote. Dr. Stewart 
is not well known except to the older 
settlers, and in the counties near St. 
Paul, by whom and where he is uni­ 
versally esteemed. 
Austin is a true 
man, and in spite of some factious op­ 
position, can be elected by an over­ 
whelming majority- 
Minnesota Republicans have been 
somewhat distracted by transportation 
issues and^ through the wiles of sore­ 
heads, but the people are returning to 
their senses, and this fall Minnesota 
will give a healthier Republican major­ 
ity than at any time before, excepting 
in 1872 when with the aid of a Bourbon 
vote they ran their majority up to 21,- 
000 in spite of a large and respectable 
Liberal disaffection. 
Minnesota Democrats, however, have 
a good ticket and a wise platform, one 
that the writer, who is of Republican 
sympathies, can heartily endorse ex­ 
cept in its arraignment of the Republi­ 
can party, and will poll their full 
streugth. 
Indeed there are no real issues be­ 
tween the two parties of to-day. In 
localities where the Democrats are and 
have been in the ascendancy the Re­ 
publicans are the reform party; in lo­ 
calities where the Republicans are in 
the ascendancy the Democrats have 
been regarded as the reform party; but 
just n6w there is a strong effort on the 
part of the Republican party to reform 
itself, and those Republicans who are 
not mere demagogues, and who earn­ 
estly desire reform, are ready to act 
with the old party where good meneare 
nominated; and there is a disposition on 
the part of both parties to put up only 
good men, for the party Whip no longer 
has terrors to the intelligent-voter, and 
a party nomination is no longer equiv­ 
alent to an election, if the candidate is 
objectionable, no matter what majority 
the party might otherwise reasonably 
count upon. 
There is connected with all parties 
when in the majority a parcel of time 
servers—men without principle—who 
seek only party Spoils. Those of this 
class who have been crowded but of po­ 
sition, or who were. disappointed in 
their ambitions, yery largely went off 
on the Greeley wave in 1872, while 
others have júmpéd oh to the Granger or 
Anti-monopoly crafts, but these men 
are nbt waraiy welcome^ by the Demo­ 
crats, and they ^are^h.bw^^hé chief, ele­ 
mente which demand>a >new party or a 
new name for the Dembcratio party.

The Tbibune has steadfastly refused 
to be drawn into the controversy in re­ 
lation to the charges made by Commo­ 
dore Kountz that the Coulsons and their;

from Grand River Agency in 1871; but 
the,folio wing from the Press and Dako- 
taian seems to be so complete a refuta­ 
tion of those charges that we deem it to 
be our duty, as imparUal journalists, to 
give them a place in our columns.^' The 
Press andDakotaian says:

Now we will see what the Missouri Riv­ 
er Transportation Co. did to arouse th|9 
ire of the Allegheny Mail. First it re­ 
ceived the contracts to carry the gov­ 
ernment supplies up the river during 
the navigation season of 1871. In June 
of that season S. B. Coulson, then cap­ 
tain of tbe Far West, took on a load of 
Indian supplies at Sioux Citv for Grand 
River agency, acting in the simple ca- 
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pacity of common carrier and subject to 
such orders as were given him by the 
officials representing the Ü. S. Govern­ 
ment. 
The load of the Far West was 
consigned to Grand River Agency and 
thither Capt. Coulson conveyed it. Ar­ 
riving at the agency,' Indian Agent 
O’Connor directed that the goods bor­ 
rowed from Durfee & Peck be paid from 
the cargo of tbe Far West. 
This was 
done, but as Messrs. Durfee and Peck 
needed the goods at their up river posts 
and were amply supplied at the Grand 
River post, they requested Capt. Coul­ 
son toretMú te^li' share of the cargo on 
board the boat and deliver it to the 
steamer Miner, then coining up from be­ 
low, which he would meet on his return 
to Sioux City, a short distance below 
Grand River. 
This was te>ne by Capt. 
Coulson, as a matter of accammodation 
to Messrs. Durfee A Peck, tbe owners of 
the goods. They tecreplácéd onboard 
the Miner,fróm.tee Far West,and taken 
to the tip river trading t)rad>ing posts of 
tee gentlemen last named. 
And from 
this legitimate transaction has the Al­ 
legheny Mail manufactured its venom­ 
ous charges against the administration 
and against the members of the Missou­ 
ri Rivet TraD.sportation Cio.

The Katie P. Kountz arrived on the 
21st from Benton with the largest trip 
of the season, consisting of 833 bales of 
buffalo robes, consigned to N. P. R. R. 
from Canada in bond, 20.00 bales con- 
signedto Agent C. N. W. R. B. at Sioux 
City, 912 sacks of ore, 30 sacks wool, 
and 75 passengers. 
She left here at 6 
p. M. hound for St. Loiiis. She takés on 
1200 dry hides at S ioux^ty for Leav­ 
enworth, and a full load"of grain for St. 
Louis between Sioux City and Omaha. 
The Pontenelle arrived at Omaha on 
the 18th with a full load of wheat &c., 
bound for St. Louis. 
She is expected 
to make another trip betwej^ St. Louis 
and Omaha this season. 
The steamer Benton arrived Sunday 
morning from Benton carrying 585 bales 
of buffalo robes, 2750 dry hides, 1000 
bales of skins, 1000 sacks of ore and 20 
passengers. 
A large portion of the 
freight was consigned to the Northern 
Pacific and was therefore unloaded at 
Bismarck. 
The Benton reports the 
grasshoppers in the Montana valleys 
very destructive, and the Crows and 
Sioux fighting on the Little Rocky. The 
Benton met the Key West Saturday 
morning 40 miles above Buford. 
The Carroll also passed below Sunday.' 
She also brought a good load of freight 
and passengers from Fort Benton. 
Both the Carroll and Benton laid in 
supplies of provisions and fuel at Bis­ 
marck and left here the one on the heels 
of the other, and news of a race may be 
anticipated. 
The Kew West was making remarka­ 
ble quick time, having left here on 
Tuesday, Sunday morning she was met 
40 miles above Buford by the Carroll. 
The Josephine leaves for Carroll Mon­ 
day, Aug. 2d, positively. 1500 sacks 
of flour and 22 tons assorted merchan­ 
dise arrived for her trip Monday eve­ 
ning. She is expected to-day from 
Cheyenne Agency. 
S. B, Coulson is on^the river and may 
be expected at an early day. 
The O. W. Mead, the clipper ship of 
th« Kountz line, and one of the best 
made afloat, arrived Monday evening, 
on her way to Benton, having made the 
trip from Yankton up in 8 days, of 
which 120 miles, or from 1-5 miles be­ 
low Standing Rock, was made Monday, 
a feat which few steamers can accom­ 
plish at this season of the year. The 
gallant and popular Jas. P. Clark, Cap­ 
tain, is as proud of his steamer as he 
well can be. She bad on board 100 tons 
of Benton freight, and a large amount 
of miscellaneous consignments for in­ 
termediate stations. She took on board 
at this point a large quantity of Ben­ 
ton freight and fifteen or twenty pass­ 
engers, among them Gen. Hazen, Col. 
Huston, Major TIges, John Maguire and 
others.
